Provide field-based services in the surrounding Compton area: 

• Provide psychosocial interventions/case management services  to 
consumers requiring intensive field based services; 

• Work collaboratively with multidisciplinary team; 
• Facilitate recovery by assisting clients with housing, benefit 

establishment, transportation, education, and health care 
management; 

• Provide co-occurring (substance abuse) integrated interventions (ie 
motivational interviewing); 

• Prepare in depth psychosocial histories assessments and 
coordination plans in compliance with state, federal, local regulatory 
bodies; 

• Willing to learn and incorporate evidence based practices for brief 
therapeutic interventions; 

• Attend DMH Impact Meetings as requested; 
• Liaison with other community agencies as necessary. 

 
(2 Items) Field Capable Clinical Program-Adults, transitional age youth (TAY) 
and Children, Spanish speaking preferred 
 
Provide services for adults, TAY and children in the field and in the traditional 
clinic setting:  

• Willing to learn and provide brief evidence based interventions; 
• Carry a combined caseload of children/TAY/adults; 
• Ability to perform mental health assessments and evaluations; 
• Demonstrate the ability to engage ethnically and linguistically diverse 

consumers in the community and in the clinic; 
• Provide individual and family and group therapy;  
• Facilitate client’s recovery by assisting clients with housing, benefit 

establishment, transportation, education, and health care 
management; 

• Liaison with other community agencies as necessary;  
• Work collaboratively with a multidisciplinary team.
